Washington, 
Oct. 4—(AP) — 


Democrats and Republicans drew 
party lines tight today for a bat- 
tle in the house on how to expand 
old age insurance. They held sep- 
arate mass meetings. 


Speaker 
Rayburn, 
after 
the 


Democratic rally, predicted flatly 
that the administration 
bill to 


remove 
more 
of the 
financial 


hazards of old age, hard luck and 
death will pass "as is." 


But, just before the legislation 


hit the house floor, Republicans 
organized a. drive against what 
they called "a gag" rule. 
The 


measure came up under procedure 
designed to bar any amendments. 


The bill up for consideration 


would extend social security to 
11,000,000 more workers, making 
a new disability insurance and 
raise payroll ta-xes to finance the 
expansion. 


Republicans proposed a substi- 


tute bill. It resembles the admin- 
istration bill in many respects, but 
proposes a slower boost in taxes 
and would delete the proposed new 
insurance payments for workers 
who become totally and perma- 
nently disabled. 


They can call for a vote on the

U. S. A.", City Clerk G. S. Soseman was interviewed at the city hall.

Oglesby Votes Tomorrow On 
Settling School Board Mess 


Oglesby, 111., Oct. 4—(AP) — 


Oglesby voters will elect five new 
school board members tomorrow. 
Among candidates are four mem- 
bers who quit Sept. 6 to protest 
"mob action" 
which they 
said 


forceu them to rehire a teacher. 


The election will be the latest 


chapter 
in a 
dispute 
already 


marked by a work stoppage, school 
picketing, and a demonstration by 
a crowd of 1,000 at a board meet- 
ing. 


This LaSalle county city of 4,200 


has been split for weeks by the 
argument, and now finds its school 
money tied up as a result. 


The teacher is Mrs. Helen Mec- 


um, 48, Spring Valley, 111. She was 
rehired Sent. 6 after being turned 
down six times previously. Her op- 
ponents contend she lacks ade- 
quate teaching ability and quali- 
fications. This is denied by her 
friends, among them AFL teach- 
ers and the Oglesby Trades and 
Labor Council (AFL). She has 
resumed teaching. 


Two Slates Run 


There are two slates of can- 


didates in the special election. One 
is backed by AFL unions. 
The 


other is a so-called "law and or- 
der" ticket. 


On the union slate are James J. 


Scaliarini, a cement works fore- 
man, for board president; Earl 
Hocking, laborer; Joseph J. Stella, 
union painter, Mrs. Lunett Han- 
sen, a foreman at the Eicor elec- 
trical plant; and Malcolm Condie, 
a cement worker. 


The "law and order" ticket is 


headed by Isaac F. Mason, in- 
surance agent seeking reelection 


as board president. It was he who 
changed his stand Sept. 6 in the 
face of crowd protests, and de- 
cided the 3-2 board vote which re- 
hired Mrs. Mecum. He said he j 
switched because he feared vio- 
lence, from "gangsterism." 


Others on Mason's ticket are 


Wayne Hocking, personnel em- 
ploye of the Westclox plant and 
a former board member, Eugene 
Farneti, a Westclox assistant fore- 
man; and William H. Welch, Jr., a 
former board member who quit 
with Mason. They seek election as 
members. 


Another c a n d i d a t e . Alfred 


Trump, a union employe at Eicor, 
is on neither ticket. 
Two other 


former 
board members, Joseph 


Migha and Reuel Quick, also quit 
with Mason but are not seeking 
reelection. 


In addition to filling the vacan- 


cies left by Mason, Welch, Miglia 
a successor to Edward Johnston, 
and Quick, the election will name 
bus;nessman who quit a month 
earlier because he left the city. 


Since Sept. 6 the board has had" 


only two members, Victor Quercia 
Grossa and George A. Hunter. 
Hunter has been on the board 45 
years. They voted Sept. 6 to rehire 
Mrs. Mecum. 


Quercia, Grossa and Hunter, not 


having a quorum of four members, 
cannot legally spend board money. 
And the state supterintendent of 
public instruction, Vernon L. Nic- 
kell, also has held up about $2,- 
500 in state school money which 
usually comes to the board month- 
ly- 


Four janitors had been given 


paychecks issued by the two mem- 
bers before Nickell stepped in and 
called the whole matter "a bad 
situation."

for another vote. He asked Quick 
to pass his vote, leaving a tie to 
be settled by Mason, the president. 
Mason then voted for hehinng. 


As the crowd left Mason, Wrelch, 


Miglia and Quick resigned, saying 
"mob action" forced the issue. 


Realtors in 
State Warned 
About 'Funds' 


Springfield, 111., Oct. 4—(AP) — 


Real estate brokers were told to- 
day they face revocation of state 
licenses if they fail to keep money 
of a client entirely separate from 
personal or company funds. 


The ruling- %vas among several 


new regulations adopted by the 
Illinois Real Estate Examining 
Board and announced by its chair- 
man, Percy E. Wagner of Chicago. 


The regulations are based on 


existing 
and 
recently 
amended 


provisions of the 
Illinois 
real 


estate brokers license law. 


Wagner said property or funds 


of a client must be earmarked so 
it would be apparent they did not 
belong to the broker. 


The board agreed that rental 


agencies are subject to regulation. 
Wagner said these agencies are 
"middlemen" who bring together 
a prospective landlord and tenant. 


The board also interpreted the 


provision prohibiting brokers from 
advertising the sale, lease or rental 
of any property without written 
consent of the owner. Wagner said 
advertising means either "written 
or spoken public notice designed to 
attract public attention."

hem, wanton destruction of property and, perhaps, trespass. 
They have also shoved the police about. If the officers sought 
to arrest them—as they assuredly should have done—the 
marauders were also guilty of resisting arrest. 


It may not be politically expedient to crack down on 


labor goons. The entire voting might of organized labor if 
opposed to those who resolutely carry out the law—even tc 
the point of protecting a hated "scab." Nevertheless, pubh 
officials are sworn to uphold the law at all times—not jus 
when it's an easy and painless process. 


Instances of lawlessness by labor union hoodlums have 


become more and more numerous in many cities. (Happily 
Chicago isn't one of them!) Cases of union-labelled destruc- 
tion of property, of trespass and threats and outright gang- 
ster tactics are becoming commonplace. But examples of 
legal reprisal against these bullies and hooligans are deplor- 
ably rare.

You hear much of the dangers of Communism, Social- 


ism, Fascism. But you hear nothing of the perils of anar- 
chism—the condition in which law breaks down. It's a con- 
dition which is becoming more and more prevalent. As our 
public officials nonchalantly look the other way.—Chicago 
Journal of Commerce.

aged seamstress whose earnings average not more than $25 a week has 
licked one of the strongest autocratic left-wing Socialist unions in the 
entire union front. Mrs. Helen Kulesha, of the Bronx, went into the 
small claims court in Manhattan and made the Ladies Garment 
Workers Union give up her vacation fund of $44 which she had 
earned by her work. The union refused to deliver it to her because 
she refused to give up a day's pay to certain politico-charitable 
projects of the union bosses. The political bosses of 
the union are David Dubinsky, president of the 
garment workers and Luigi Antonini, the first 
vice-president. 


Dubinsky and Antonini use their union powers 


to compel the workers to give money to foreign 
countries with the result that 
they 
ingratiate 


themselves with New York minority groups. With 
others they operate the liberal party, which is a 
political parasite and balance of power with a 
voting strength of from 300,000 to 400,000 in the 
city and state.

The total effect of the gifts, contrived by 
Dubinsky and Antonini, while doubtless helpful to distressed persons, 
is a political profit to these bosses.

Tito Warns 
Yugoslavs 
Are Ready 


Belgrade, Yugoslavia, Oct. 4— 


(AP)—Premier Marshal Tito ac- 
cusing Russia of trying to "en- 
danger a small people" has bluntly 
warned that Yugoslavia is ready 
to defend itself to the last breath. 


In one of his toughest speeches 


since Yugoslavia's feud with the 
Soviet bloc began, Tito told his 
army officers that Russia "has 
been forging its irons" against its 
one-time Communist partner. 


Unmistakably aiming at Russia 


Tito said in a speech made public 


i last night: 


"JS'o one has the right, re- 


gardless of who he may be, to 
endanger a small people." 


"It pays to live," he added, 


"but it p*J's to die as one 
should." 
Tito spoke at the conclusion o 


Yugoslavia's biggest troop maneu 
vers this year. Obviously pleased 
with the showing his soldiers had 
made, he said he was convinced o: 
the army's ability to defend Yugo 
slavia.

The point in this bidding is that, 


at times, you should pass two and 
one-half, 
or even three honor 


tricks in firt position, if you have 
a defensive type of hand, or a 
hand lacking a good rebid. On the 
other hand, North should open this 
hand because he does have sound 
rebids, even though he has only- 
two quick tncks. 


I have injected East's psychic 


bidding only to show how it should 
be correctly handled by South. By 
showing up the psychic bids, North 
and South had no trouble in get- 
ting to their correct contract. 


North ruffed the opening lead of 


the king of clubs, cashed the ace 
of diamonds and ruffed a small 
diamond in dummy.

Social Security Increases 
Stymied 'Til '50-Marlow

Washington, 
Oct. 
4—(AP)— 


Don't raise any false hopes in 
your mind—if you're one of those 
benefitting from the social secur- 
ity program now—that the bene- 
fits will be increased this year. 


Don't look for any increase in 


benefits before next year at the 
earliest. 
True, the house today 


was ready to tackle a bill making 
changes in the social security law. 


And before the end of the week 


the house may pass it. 
But— 


that's still only the house acting. 
There can be no new law unless the 
senate also approves, and it's not 
expected to do that before 1950, 
if then. 


' 
Program Broad 


The social security program is 


broad. The house bill would change 
most of it, but not all. Here is an 
outline of the present program and 
then, in parentheses, the change, 
the house bill would make. 


1. Old age and survivors insur- 


ance This is the social security- 
old age pension. 
It is given to 


workers who, having been covered 
by the low, retire at 65; to their 
wives when they reach 65 the 
wife receiving half the amount her 
husband gets: and to a retired 
worker's widow if she is under 65 
at the time of his death but has 
children under 18 dependent on 
her.

2. About 35,000,000 workers are 


in jobs covered by the social se- 
curity pension law. 
A covered 


person is one who has the social 
security tax deducted from his 
pay. It's this tax which goes to- 
ward paying his pension when he 
retires. Many people are not in 
"covered" jobs and therefore lace 
old age without a pension. 


(The house bill would add 11,- 


000,000 workers to the list of those 
35,000,000 now covered. 
People 


now not covered but who'd be cov- 
ered under the house bill include 
many self-employed people like 
smal storekeepers, regularly em- 
ployed domestic 
servants, 
em- 


ployes of state and city govern- 
ments, employes of non-profit or- 
ganizations like churches, the Red 
Cross, and so on. The 11,000,000 
would not include such people as 
farmers and farm, workers, mem- 
ers of religious orders, and pro- 
fessional men. like self-employed 
doctors, lawyers, engineers and so 
on). 


Now One Percent 


3. A "covered" person now hasj 


deducted one per cent of his payj 
up to the first 53,000 of it every 
years; and his employer pays a j 
tax of one per cent on the salary j 
of each of his covered employes' 
up to the first §3,000. 


(The house bill would apply the 


tax to the first $3,600 of pay and 
increase the tax deduction from 
one per cent to one and one-half 
per cent right away; 2 per cent 
in 1950; 2^ per cent in 1960; 3 
per sent in 1965 and 3Vi per cent 
in 1970). 


4. The federal government now 


helps states in paying money toj 
aged persons in need. (The house | 
bill would increase this help). 


5. The federal 'government now 


helps states in paying money to 
blind people who need such help. 
(The house bill would increase this 
help). 


6. The federal government now 


helps states in making payments 
to relatives of children where one 
parent is dead and the children 
need help. 
(The house bill would 


increase this help). 


7. The federal government now 


helps states with money in trying 
to protect the children in danger 
of 
becoming delinquents. 
(The 


house bill would increase this gov- 
ernment help). 


8. The house bill would add 


something new to the social secur- 
ity program and provide federal 
help for people who become perm- 
anently and totally disabled. 


For example: A "covered" work- 


er, if he became permanently and 
totally disabled before reaching 
65, would receive the same pen- 
sion he would have received If he 
were 65 and getting the old age 
pension. 


There are other parts of the ao» 


cial security program—like unem- 
ployment pay, federal help for 
crippled children—which the bouse 
bill would not change.

The Browns, however, 
rose to an average of 52.8 yards
